In response to the Notice of Allowance mailed October 25, 2006, please enter the 
following: 
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REMARKS 

The Examiner has stated in the Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance 
the following: "[t]he primary reason for allowance of the claims is that the prior art of 
record in combination of each other fails to teach, disclose or suggest: A computer 
program product embodied on a computer readable storage medium for controlling a 
source computer to update out of date data stored by a plurality of destination computers 
with updated data stored by said source computer using a computer network connection 
said source computer to said plurality of destination computers" along with "updating flie 
data based on the priority level of the target computers and further failed to disclose a 
process wherein, if any group of destination computers includes more than a threshold 
number of destination computers sharing said common priority level, then said 
establishing code is operable to split said group to form said plurality of groups of 
destination computers from said destination computers sharing said common priority 
level and said ordering code is operable to order corresponding push update tasks to 
occur sequentially despite sharing said common priority level; wherein said splitting 
allocates destination computer sharing a common network portion of said computer 
network to a common group; wherein within said group of destination computers sharing 
said common priority level and being split, destination computers connected and not 
logged into said computer network are grouped together and split from and treated as 
having a lower priority level than destination computers connected and logged into said 
computer network; wherein said updated data is one or more of: malware definition data; 
and a malware scanner program" (emphasis added). 

In response, applicant points out that at least some of the independent claims are 
not limited by at least the emphasized features that the Examiner has highlighted above. 
Just by way of example, at least some of applicant's independent claims (e.g. independent 
Claims 1 1 and 21) are not limited to a "computer program product embodied on a 
computer readable storage medium" as the Examiner notes. In addition, applicant's 
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independent claims do not specifically state "updating the data based on the priority 
level," as the Examiner further notes. 

Thus, at least some of the independent claims are clearly not limited to the 
features that the Examiner has noted in the Examiner's Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance, as emphasized above (by way of example). Instead, each of the claims 
should only be limited by the language existing therein.
